pEW,  I  hope,  will  deny  that  the  Hebrews 
are  to  be  reftored  in  the  latter  days,  as 
it  is  fo  plainly  foretoldjoy  all  the  Prophets 
from  Mofes  to  Malachi,  and  in  the  Revela¬ 
tions  of  St.  John  ;  befides  our  Saviour  parti¬ 
cularly  defires  us  to  pray  for  his  kingdom 
which  was  to  come  on  the  earth,  and  it  muff 
be  acknowledged  that  period  has  not  as  yet 
arrived,  when  all  the  earth  fhall  be  full  of 
the  knowledge  of  the  Lord,  and  there  fhall 
be  univerfal  peace  and  righteoufnefs  through¬ 
out  the  habitable  globe,  when  the  nations 
fhall  learn  war  no  more . 

Now  admitting  that  Christ  is  God,  we 
muft  of  courfe  expcft  a  man  to  reign  over 

the 
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the  Jews,  as  his  reprefentative,  of  the  tribe 
of  Judah  and  family  of  David,  for  can  we 
conceive  that  God  himfelf  will  defcend  upon 
earth,  and  reign  as  a  temporal  King  ?  cer¬ 
tainly  not,  though  he  may  appear  at  Jeru- 
lalem  in  glory. 

As  fome  doubt  whether  the  Jews  will  be 
temporally  reftored,  and  fuppofc  that  all  the 
Prophecies  were  fulfilled  when  Chrilt  came 
into  the  world,  I  will  enter  into  a  defcrip- 
tion  of  the  Land  of  Canaan,  and  the  figns 
mentioned  by  our  Saviour,  that  would  pre¬ 
cede.  his  fecond  coming.

TESTIMONY. 


HE  Apoftle  fhews  us,  that  it  will  be  the 


portion  of  the  latter  ages  of  the  world 
to  be  peftered  in  the  churches  of  Chrift,  by 
men  of  very  bafe  and  corrupt  principles,  to 
the  eclipfmg  and  darkening  of  the  light  of 
truth  in  the  midft  of  them:  thefe  are  St, 
Paul’s  words  to  Timothy,  2  Tim.  iii.  1.  with 
verfe  8.  This  know,  that  in  the  laji  days ,  pe¬ 
rilous  times  Jhall  come,  jor  there  jhall  arife  men , 
fuch  as  fannes  and  fambres ,  who  withjlood 
Mofes ;  fo  jhall  thefe  refiji  the  truth ,  men  of 
corrupt  minds ,  reprobates  concerning  the  faith ; 
men  that  are  ambitious  of  honour ,  or  covetous 
of  gain,  being  greedy  after  the  things  of  this 
world ;  thefe  are  fuch  as  prove  ofj’enfve  to  the 
light  of  truth . 

How  truly  are  the  Apoftle’s  words  verified  in 
the  prefent  days ,  when  fuch  a  general  fpirit  of 
infidelity  prevails  among  all  claffes  of  people. 
Our  Saviour  mentions  the  figns  that  are  to 


precede 
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precede  his  coming,  and  the  fuddennefs  of 
his  approach,  even  as  a  thief  in  'the  nighty 
when  the  world  fhould  leaf  expect  fuch  a 
thing  to  take  place.

The  figns  now  in  the  world  feem  to  indi¬ 
cate  the  time  is  not  far  diftant ;  we  fee  war 
fpreading  on  every  fide,  thrones  tottering  to 
their  foundations,  and  the  anti-chriftian 
powers  daily  lofing  ground. 

At  fuch  a  time  may  we:  not  with  reafon 
expedt  a  perfon  appointed  from  God  in  the 
Ipirit  of  Elijah  to  warn  the  earth  of  his 
approaching  judgments,  to  fulfil  the  exalted 
character  of  his  Prief ,  Prophet ,  and  King , 
to  collect  his  chofen  people ,  and  prepare  the 
nations  for  the  reception  of  their  God ;  and 
who  can  prove  that  Mr.  Brothers  is  not 
the  man,  though  they  may  chufe  to  call 
him  by  various  abufive  names  5  but  it  has. 
been  the  fate  of  every  infpired  perfon  fince 
our  Saviour’s  time,  for  carnal  men  under- 
ftand  not  the  things  which  are  of  God,  they 
are  as  a  fumbling  blocky  as  foolifmefs  to  them ; 
but  let  it  be  confidered,  that  God  will  con¬ 
found  the  wifdom  of  the  worldly -wife y  and 
bring  to  nought  the  underfunding  of  the 
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We  know  falfe  Prophets  were  to  a  rife,  and 
many  have  arofe,  but  that  is  no  proof  of 
Mr.  Brothers’s  being  one,  we  are  told  in 
the  fcriptures  we  fhall  know  them  by  their 
fruits  ;  St.  John,  in  his  firft  general  epiftle, 
chap.  iv.  gives  us  a  rule  to  prove  them  by, 
he  fays,  Hereby  know  ye  the  Spirit  of  God : 
every  Spirit  who  confeffes  that  Jefus  Chrifi  is 
come  in  the flefoy  is  of  God .  And  every  Spirit 
that  confefeth  not  that  Jefus  Ghrijl  is  come  in, 
the  flejhy  is  not  of  God . 

Now,  Mr.  Brothers  particularly  incul¬ 
cates  the  doftrine  of  Christ’s  being  God, 
manifefted  in  the  flefli,  in  whom  is  united 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghoft  ;  one  perfon, 
one  God,  a  perfeft  trinity  in  unity;  not 
like  that  idolatrous  part  of  the  Athanafian 
Creed,  where  three  perfons  are  faid  to  exift; 
but  fimilar  to  the  latter  part  of  it,  perfect 
God,  and  perfect  man,  of  a  reafonable  foul, 
and  human  flefh  fubfifting. 

The  dictates  of  the  Prophet  are  calculated 
to  infpire  univerfal  charity  and  benevolence, 
he  enforces  his  precepts  by  example,  leading 
a  religious  and  moral  life,  breathing  a  fpirit 
of  candour  and  philanthropy  towards  every 
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one,  and  following  the  commands  of  the 
Gofpel  in  every  point,  as  much  as  it  is  poffi- 
bly  for  frail  humanity  to  do,  for  the  mod 
pious  man  cannot  be  perfeft,  we  are  but  un¬ 
profitable  fervants  at  the  belt,  no  one  is  with  ¬ 
out  fin  before  God,  no,  not  even  the  Angels 
in  Heaven. 

Mr.  Brothers  afferts nothing  in  his  books 
but  what  he  fays  was  revealed  to  him  by 
God  himfelf,  nor  does  he  affume  any  power 
derogatory  to  the  dignity  of  his  Redeemer  ; 
on  the  contrary,  he  afts  under  his  immedi- 
ate  direction  as  a  faithful  ambaffador,  and 
forerunner  of  his  fecond  appearance  in  glory, 
as  John  the  Baptift  was  of  his  firft  as  a  fuf 
fering  Messiah. 

To  conclude,  feveral  of  the  Prophecies 
have  come  to  pafs,  and  by  thofe  we  may 
judge  of  the  remainder,  the  time*  for  his  re¬ 
velation  mud  neceffarily  happedjbefore  ano¬ 
ther  month  is  at  an  end,  perhaps  pother  fort¬ 
night, land  then  the  world  will  be  convinced, 
too  late  I  fear ,  for  numbers  who  follow  the 
giddy  circle  of  diffipation  and  excefs.

gT.  PAUL  in  the  third  chapter  to  the  He¬ 
brews,  verfe  n.  exprefies  that  the  for¬ 
mer  Canaan  was  but  a  type  of  that  Gofpel 
Kingdom  of  Reft  and  Peace,  which  all  the 
true  Ifraelites  fhall  certainly  reft  in  at  laft, 
as  the  Pfalmift  fpeaks,  Pfalm  Iviii.  u.  So 
that  men  j hall  fay ,  verily  there  is  a  reward  for 
the  righteous;  fo  my  brethren,  there  is  a  Ca- 
naan  (more  glorious  than  IfraeT s  was)  for 
believers  to  enter  into,  of  which,  Canaan 
of  old  was  the  type;  and  as  all  tilings  typi¬ 
cal  under  the  law,  did  fall  ftiort  in  the  glory 
of  the  fubftance  of  the  thing  it  typified,  fo 
alfo  will  it  be  in  this  cafe. 

Thefe  two  Canaans  typified  each  other,  in 
thefe  refpefts. 

B  2  Fir  ft. 
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Firft,  for  place. 

Secondly,  for  condition  on  which  the  fub- 
jefts  were  to  enter  each  place. 

Thirdly,  for  the  priviledges  of  it. 

Firft,  for  the  place  itfelf,  where  this  Ca¬ 
naan  fhall  be,  into  which  all  the  faithful 
fhall  enter,  which  St.  Paul  calls  a  reft  for 
the  people  of  God  ;  and  that  is  in  this  world, 
upon  this  earth,  for  fo  was  Canaan  of  old  ; 
I  do  not  fay,  that  there  is  no  other  kingdom 
of  glory  for  the  Saints  to  enter,  but  do  be¬ 
lieve  there  is,  and  my  hope  is  towards  it ; 
but  I  fay,  that  reft  fpoken  of  by  St.  Paul  in 
Hebrews  iii.  1 1 .  which  he  makes  to  agree 
with  Canaan  of  old,  as  the  anti-type  of  it, 
muft  be  a  reft  in  this  world,  upon  the  earth, 
and  not  any  where  elfe  : 

J 

And  this  will  appear,  if  we  confider  the 
conditions  upon  which  each  Canaan  is  pro- 
mifed,  and  that  was  upon  a  faithful  follow¬ 
ing  the  Lord  believingly,  in  our  wildernefs — 
condition  \  this  was  made  the  condition  be¬ 
tween  God,  and  the  people  for  the  ancient 
Canaan ;  fo  reafons  the  Apoftle,  Hebrews  iii. 
ii.  So  I  fware  in  my  wrath,  they  fhould 
not  enter  into  my  reft;  fo  veide  18.  And  to 

whom 
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whom  fware  he ,  that  they  fhould  not  enter 
into  his  reft,  but  to  them  which  believed  not; 
fo  that  the  covenant  between  God  and  the 
people,  made  Canaan  of  old  their  reward, 
for  depending  upon  God,  during  the  time 
of  all  their  trials,  temptations,  and  afflic¬ 
tions  in  the  wildernefs ;  fo  likewife  does  the 
Apoftle  make  the  fame  qualifications,  a  con¬ 
dition  between  God  and  his  people,  touch¬ 
ing  this  latter  Canaan ,  and  applies  the  mat¬ 
ter  as,  Heb.  iv.  i.  Let  us  fear,  leji  a  promife 
being  left  us,  any  of  us  fhould  come  fhort 
through  unbelief. 

Secondly,  this  promifed  Canaan ,  or  king¬ 
dom  which  is  called  a  Reft,  muft  be  here 
on  earth,  which  will  appear,  if  you  examine 
the  Scriptures  which  fpeak  of  it.  For  in- 
ftance  in  that  of  Matth.  xix.  28.  In  that  Ca¬ 
naan  kingdom,  they  ill  all  fit  upon  twelve 
thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Ifrael 5 
now,  how  can  this  be  applied  to  the  ulti¬ 
mate  glory  ?  if  the  Saints  muft  fit  upon 
thrones  to  judge,  then  it  follows,  there  muft 
be  fome  to  be  judged,  but  if  this  be  meant 
of  Heaven,  pray,  who  {hall  the  Saints  judge 
there  ?  or  who  will  there  be  in  Heaven  for 

them 
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them  to  judge  ?  So  Rev.  ii.  26,  27.  He  that 
overcometh,  and  keepeth  my  works  unto  the 
end,  I  will  give  power  over  the  nations,  and 
he  jhall  rule  them  with  a  rod  of  iron,  and  as 
the  veffels  of  a  potter,  Jhall  they  be  broken  to 
pieces. 

Now  pray  obferve,  how  can  this  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  ultimate  glory  ?  What  iron  rods 
of  feverity  will  there  be  in  Heaven  ?  befides, 
it  is  faid,  the  Saints  fhall  rule  over  the  na¬ 
tions  ;  what  nations  will  be  there  in  Hea¬ 
ven  for  the  Saints  to  rule  over?  You  read  in 
Matth .  xxv.  31,  32,  with  41.  That  when  the 
Canaan  of  ultimate  glory  comes  to  take 
place,  that  all  the  nations  fhall  be  aflem- 
bled  before  God,  and  the  godly  taken  up 
into  Heaven,  and  the  wicked  at  the  fame 
time,  fent  away  into  eternal  darknefs. 

Now,  if  the  wicked  mull  go  into  eternal 
darknefs,  at  the  fame  time  that  the  godly 
muft  be  received  up  into  Heaven,  where  then 
will  the  nations  be  for  the  Saints  to  rule 
over  with  iron  rods?  So  in  Luke  xi.  2.  You 
are  commanded  to  pray  for  a  kingdom,  lay¬ 
ing,  when  thou  prayeft  ;  fay,  Thy  kingdom 

come .  Now  this  very  kingdom  muft  be  on 

earth, 
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earth,  for  it  is  not  the  kingdom  of  grace, 
as  that  kingdom  is  generally  underftood? 
Becaufe  the  kingdom  of  grace  was  then  in 
being. 

The  kingdom  which  Chrift  bids  his  Dif- 
ciples  to  pray  for,  was  a  kingdom  yet  to 

come.  Thy  kingdom  come .  Neither  can  it 

* 

be  faid  of  the  kingdom  of  glory,  for  that  is 
not  faid  to  come  to  us,  but  we  are  faid  to  be 
carried  up  to  it,  i  5 Tbejf.  iv.  17.  Yea,  it  is  as 
far  from  being  the  kingdom  of  ultimate 
glory,  that  it  is  a  kingdom  which  cometh 
down  out  of  glory  upon  the  earth,  Rev .  xxi. 
2,  3.  And  I  John  faw  the  holy  city,  new  Je- 
rufalem,  coming  down  from  God  out  of  Hea¬ 
ven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  huf- 
band,  and  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  Hea¬ 
ven,  faying ,  behold  the  tabernacle  of  God  is 
with  men,  and  he  will  dwell  with  them,  and 
they  {hall  be  his  people,  and  God  himfelf  will 
be  with  them,  and  be  their  God. 

Thus  you  fee  how  Canaan  of  old,  and  this 
Golpel —Canaan  (what  the  Apoftle  calls  a 
reft  to  the  people  of  God)  do  agree  in  regard 
to  place. 


Secondly^ 
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Secondly,  they  are  made  to  agree  for  the 
conditions  upon  which  the  fubje&s  were  to 
enter  each  place:  Faith  was  required,  as  ne¬ 
ceflary  to  the  entering  of  the  ancient  Canaan y 
Heb.iii.  1 8,  19.  The  fame  is  required  as 
neceflary  to  this  Gofpel — Canaan ,  Heb .  iv.  1. 
Again,  a  following  of  God  was  fully  re¬ 
quired,  as  neceflary  to  enter  the  old  Canaan , 
Numb.  xiv.  21,  22,  23,  24.  The  fame  is  re¬ 
quired,  as  neceflary  to  the  entering  of  this 
kingdom,  Matth .  xix.  28. 

Thirdly,  they  agree  for  privileges  only 
in  a  general  way,  Canaan  of  old  was  a  very 
pleafant,  delightful,  good  land,  which  af¬ 
forded  abundance  of  comfort,  wealth,  and 
fafety,  a  full  reward  for  all  their  travels, 
temptations,  and  affiidtions,  which  they  fuf- 
fered  for  the  Lord  ;  as  it  is  with  this  king¬ 
dom  or  Canaan ,  but  this  will  far  excel  the 
ancient  Canaan  in  glory. 

I  will  juft  enumerate  a  few  particulars  of 
the  glory,  and  excellence  of  this  new  Ga- 
ttaan*  Ifaiah  lx.  1.  Arife,  for  thy  light  is 
come,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  is  rifen  upon 
thee:  But  to  be  a  little  more  particular 
about  this  kingdom,  we  mu  ft  take  notice  of 
the  following  things  : 
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Firft,  fometliing  is  to  be  performed  by 
thrift  at  the  fetting  up  of  this  kingdom. 

Secondly,  then  the  privileges  of  it. 

But  as  to  the  firft,  there  will  be  a  general 
and  total  deftrudlion  fall  upon  all  the  ene¬ 
mies  of  the  Lord,  which  fliall  be  found  in  a 
way  of  hoftile  oppofition  againft  the  fetting 
up  of  this  kingdom:  for,  if  you  obferve, 
you  may  fee  how  excellently  well  If  rad' s 
coming  into  Canaan  agrees  to  this  particular, 
with  refpeft  to  what  the  Scripture  faith,  fhall 
be  performed  on  the  wicked  at  the  fetting 
up  of  this  kingdom ;  for  it  is  to  be  obferved, 
that  juft  before  their  entering  into  the  good 
land,  the  greateft  daughter  that  ever  was 
made  of  the  enemies  of  the  Lord  was  at  that 
time,  as  you  may  fee,  JoJhua  x.  8,  to  14. 
This  was  but  a  type  of  what  ill  all  be  the 
portion  of  the  wicked,  at  the  Saint’s  en¬ 
trance  into  their  great  Canaan  privilege. 
Read  Ifaiah  xliii.  1,  to  8.  So  lx.  i,  to  8.  lxvi. 
15,  16.  Joel  iii.  2,  with  14.  Revelations 
xix.  14,  to  21. 

Secondly,  when  this  is  done,  and  the  great 
battle  fought,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  has  ftruck 
through  the  loins  of  his  enemies ;  then  will

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he  take  their  kingdoms  from  them,  and  give 

them  unto  the  Saints  in  the  whole  world,

made  up  both  of  Jew's  and  Gentiles,  Daniel

which  kingdom  it  is  clear,  that  the  Saints 
fhall  rule  the  nations  of  the  earth,  as  the

earth  hath  governed  them  for  many  years 
together  in  this  world,  Pfalm  xlv.  16. 

The  kingdom  being  delivered  up  into  their 
hands,  then  are  they  freed  from  the  oppref- 
lion  of  the  oppreffor,  which  evil  will  never 
annoy  the  Saints  more  ;  the  Lord  will  us  re¬ 
train,  and  moderate  the  rage  of  the  wicked, 
Ifaiah  x i.  6,  7,  8,  9.  xxxv.  9.  vi.  18.  liv* 

14. 

Secondly,  the  Saints  fhall  then,  in  an

eminent  manner,  be  a  righteous,  holy  peo-

pie,  no  hypocrite  fhall  be  there,  Ifaiah  xxxv. 
8.  lx.  21.  Zeeh.xiv.  20,  21.,  Revel .  xxii.. 

15.  xxi.  17. 

Thirdly,  the  Saints  fhall  then  be  fet 
wholly  free  from  a  timorous,  and  diftradting 
fearful  fpirit  in  duty,  Zech.  xii.  8.  Ifaiah 
xxxv.  4. 


Fourthly, 
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Fourthly,  their  knowledge  in  divine,  as 
well  as  in  human  things,  will  be  wonderful, 
to  the  admiration  of  thofe  which  have  any 
connection  with  them  ;  yea,  fo  great  fhall 
the  wifdom  of  the  Saints  be  at  that  day,  that 
thofe  perfons  who  have  been  accounted  the 
learned  and  the  wife  of  the  times  before, 
fhall  be  afhamed  to  acknowledge,  that  ever 
they  were  luch  men,  Zech.  xiii.  4,  5.  Ifaiab 
xxix.  24. 

Fifthly,  there  fhall  as  great  a  fpirit  of  fear 
and  dread  drop  from  their  countenances  on 
the  wicked,  as  that  the  Very  majeftv  of  their 
prefence  will  daunt  them  through  the  whole 
earth,  Cant.  vi.  10. 

Sixthly,  there  fhall  be  a  mighty  fpirit  of 
glory  on  all  the  attempts  of  achievements 
which  the  Saints  fhall  bring  forth  at  that 
day,  though  now  they  are  cloathed  with 
fbame  and  difgrace  in  the  eyes  of  the  world, 
yet  then  it  fhall  be  otherwife,  Ifaiab  liv.  1 1 ,

Eighthly,  the  very  heavens  and  earth  final! 
receive  their  primitive  excellencies  and  firfl 
purity,  Exek.  xxxiv.

2  Peter  iii.  13. 

Ninthly,  in  this  Cannan,  God  will  fo  blefs 
the  fubftance  of  it,  as  to  remove  out  of  the 
way,  all  thorns  and  briars,  which  might  ren¬ 
der  our  comforts  unpleafmg  to  us,  or  any 
way  embitter  them  to  our  tafte ;  as  Dior tnefs 
of  life,  all  Ioffes,  either  as  to  goods  or  eftates, 
all  pains  of  body,  or  decrepidnefs  of  limbs* 
Ifaiah  lxv.  20,  with  verfe  22.  xxxv.  5,  6. 
Revel .  xxi.  4.  xxii.  3. 

And  what  will  crown  the  whole;  they  fhall 
be  under  the  conftant  Ihinings  of  God’s  face 
of  glorious  love  and  mercy,  which  will  never 
admit  of  any  with-drawing  more.  Revel . 
xxii.  4,  5. 

Objefhion.  But  fome  may  fay,  doth  not 
our  Saviour  fay,  That  my  kingdom  is  not  of 
this  world  ?  1  John  xviii,  36.  and  that  the 
kingdom  of  Heaven  comes  not  with  obfer- 
vation,  Luke  xvii.  20.  and  that  the  kingdom 
of  God  is  within  you,  verfe  21* 


How 
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Hew  is  it  that  you  fay,  the  kingdom  of 
Chrift  fhall  be  an  earth  in  this  world  ? 

To  which  I  anfwer,  that  there  is  a  three¬ 
fold  kingdom  attributed  to  Jefus  Chrift. 

Firft,  a  kingdom  of  providence. 

Second,  a  kingdom  of  grace. 

Third,  a  kingdom  of  glory  here  on  earth. 

As  for  his  providential  kingdom,  of  that 
I  fhall  fav  but  little. 

J 

But  there  is  his  kingdom  of  grace  in  the 
heart.  This  kingdom  cometh  not  with  ob- 
fervation  indeed,  and  this  is  not  of  this 
world,  for  nothing  in  the  world  can  procure 
or  effect  it  in  the  heart  of  any  creature. 
The  ftrongeft  Caefar,  or  wifeft  Philofopher, 
or  richeft  Nabal  in  the  world,  fhould  they 
unite  all  their  ftrength,  parts,  and  riches, 
can  do  nothing  in  this  cafe,  without  the 
mighty  power  of  God.  This  kingdom  of 
grace  is  within  the  heart  indeed,  and  affords 
no  figns,  or  fore-running  tokens  in  the  leaft: 
but  as  the  wind  bloweth  where  it  lifts,  fo  is 
the  fpirit  coming  on  a  foul  at  the  time  of  its 
converfion;  you  hear  the  found  of  it,  but 
know  not  from  whence  it  is  :  So  faith  our 
Saviour,  John  iii.  7,  8, 


& 


Thirdly, 
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Thirdly,  there  is  his  glorious  kingdoni 
which  is  of  this  world ;  and  that  which 
cometh  with  figns  and  tokens  of  obfervation, 
that  Chrift  is  to  have  a  kingdom  in  this 
world,  a  kingdom  of  eternal  glory,  hath 
been  the  •  bufmefs  Which  we  have  already 
proved  :  but  for  better  fatisfaftion,  take  this 
Scripture,  Revel  xi.  15.  And  there  were 
voices  in  Heaven,  faying ,  The  kingdoms  of 
this  world  are  he  come  the  kingdoms  of  our 
Lord*  and  of  his  Chrift. 

The  coming  of  this  kingdom  is  with  ob¬ 
fervation,  that  is*  attended  With  its  fore¬ 
running  figns  and  tokens,  there  is  nothing 
more  cledr  :  Read  Matthew  xxiv;  from  verfe 
1  to  30.  You  will  meet  with  little  elfe*  but 
matter  of  obfervation,  touching  the  coming 
of  this  kingdom  into  the  %orld.  So  that 
Chrift,  faying,  My  kingdom  is  not  in  this 
world*  and  my  kingdom  cometh  not  with  ob¬ 
fervation,  and  my  kingdom  is  within  you* 
doth  not  in  the  leaft  militate  againft  this 
truth,  if  we  confider  the  various  admini- 
ftrations  of  the  kingdom:  I  grant  all  this 
to  be  properly  applied  to  the  kingdom  of  his 
grace,  but  not  to  the  kingdom  of  his  glory, 

which 
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which  he  Hi  all  have  here  as  the  fon  of 
man. 

Further,  now  the  Jews  Canaan  was  an  in¬ 
heritance  God  gave  the  people  freely,  Deut . 
xix.  i .  So  is  it  in  this  cafe,  to  have  a  right 
to  this  kingdom,  or  Gofpel  Canaan  of  reft 
and  peace,  is  the  free  gift  of  God,  without 
any  merit  on  our  part  at  alk 

Take  the  kingdom,  as  it  is  of  grace  here 
in  the  heart,  or  of  glory  in  the  nations,  or 
of  ultimate  glory  above,  to  have  a  portion 
in  it,  is  of  free  gift.  Therefore,  Chrift  fays, 
Luke  xii.  32.  Fear  not  little  flock,  it  is  your 
Father’s  good  pleafure  to  give  you  the  king¬ 
dom. 
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Likewife  Canaan  was  an  inheritance,  di¬ 
vided  to  the  children  of  IJrael  proportionably, 
to  every  one  by  lot,  Numbers  xxvi.  54,  55, 
56.  So  is  it  in  this  cafe  of  the  Gofpel — Ca¬ 
naan ,  every  true  Ifraelite  fhall  have  his  por¬ 
tion  of  grace  and  glory  in  this  kingdom ; 
none  ihall  fay  then,  that  his  field  fhall  yield 
no  meat,  or  that  his  flock  be  cut  off  in  the 
fold  :  No,  no,  but  rather  with  David,  to  cry 
out,  PJalm  xvi.  5,  6.  The  Lord  is  the  por¬ 
tion  of  mine  inheritance,  and  of  my  cup,  thou 


mam- 
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maintained:  my  lot,  the  lines  are  fallen  tn  a 
pleafant  place  ;  yeay  I  have  a  goodly  heritage.' 

Again,  the  Jews  were  to  march  in  an  armed 
flate  to  their  Canaan  of  old  :  So  fhould  all 
the  Saints  put  on  their  fpiritual  armour  ;  as 
the  Apoflle  {peaks  in  Ephef.  vi.  13  to  1 8. 
Wherefore  take  unto  you  the  whole  armour 
of  God,  that  you  may  be  able  to  withftand 
in  the  evil  day ;  and  having  done  all  to  fland : 
Stand  therefore,  having  your  loins  girt  about 
with  truth,  and  having  on  the  breaft-plate  of 
righteoufnefs,  and  your  feet  food  with  the 
preparation  of  the  gofpel  of  peace  ;  above 
all,  taking  the  fhield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye 
{hall  be  able  to  quench  the  fiery  darts  of  the 
wicked. 

Without  this  armour  on  you,  never  think 
to  march  fafe  to  this  good  land,  take  it  ei¬ 
ther  for  the  kingdom  of  glory  here  on  earth, 
or  the  kingdom  of  glory  above  with  the  Fa¬ 
ther.  Your  enemies  are  worfe  than  thofe 
which  flood  in  TfraeP s  way  to  their  Canaan , 
faith  Paul,  Ephef  vi.  12.  For  we  wreflle- 
not  againf  flefh  and  blood,  but  againf  prin¬ 
cipalities  and  powers. 


Likewife, 
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Likewife,  the  Jews  were  to  fight  For  the 
good  land ;  they  were  not  only  to  put  on 
their  armour,  but  they  were  to  ufe  it,  Deut . 
vii;  19,  to  24.  So  muft  Chriftians,  no&only 
put  on  their  fpiritual  armour,  but  muff  ufe  it 
ugainft  the  devil,  fin,  and  temptation.  Aid

tnour  fignifies  but  little,  if  a  man  makes  no 
ufe  of  it :  Therefore  faith  Paul  to  Timothy 
1  11m.  vi.  12.  Fight  the  good  fight  of  faiths

lay  hold  on  eternal  life ,  whereunto  thou  art 
called .  ;  -  ;  -  '  '

Laftly,  they  were  to  fight  under  ther? 
Captain  Jofhua.  This  fheweth  Chriftians* 
Under  whofe  banners  they  fhould  fight,  arid 
who  they  fhould  engage  with  them  in  their 
quarrel,  their  fpiritual  Jofhua ,  in  Whole 
ftrength  alone  they  are  more  than  conquerors,- 
Rom.  viii.  -  3 7.  Nay,  in  all  thefe  things  we  are 
more  than  conquerors  through  him  that  loved 

ftS. 

Saints,  your  enemies  are  great  and  politic  ; 
and  truly  they  contend  with  you  for  things 
of  a  very  great  concern,  its  for  your  fouls; 
things  of  more  worth  than  the  world ;  and 
in  yourfelves  you  are  poor  weak  things,  but 
Chrift  is  the  power  of  God.  Be  fore,  if  you 
intend  to  overcome  and  prevail,  get  under  the 

D  fhowad 
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fhadow  of  Chrift’s  wing,  fet  Chrift  before 
you,  make  him  the  Captain,  and  he  will  fight 
your  battle  for  you,  and  make  the  necks  of 
your#ftout  enemies  to  be  under  your  feet. 

Chrift  is  the  good  Samaritan  who  takes 
up  the  foul  wounded  by  fpiritual  thieves,  and 
binds  up  his  wounds,  and  pours  oil  into  his 

griefs,  and  heals  all  his  difeales,  Luke  x.  36. 

% 

Therefore  come  to  Chrift ,  ufe  him  as  thy  High 
Priefl i,  bring  thy  foul  with  all  its  iniquities, 
a  foul  replete  with  unbelief,  pride,  hard- 
nefs  of  heart,  impenitence,  revenge,  hy- 
pocrify,  luft,  and  wordly-mindednefs,  a  foul 
full  of  vain  thoughts,  and  plead  with  Chrift 
for  a  cure;  Tell  him  he  is  the  High  Prieft 
appointed  by  the  Father  for  this  end,  not  to 
rejeft  thee  for  thy  mifery,  but  to  pity  thee 
under  it,  and  to  fliew  mercy  to  thee,  and  help 
thee  out  of  it. 

Was  there  ever  more  need  for  churches  to 

s» 

make  ufe  of  Chrift  on  this  account  than  now, 
had  ever  the  Ifraelites  more  caufe  to  go  to  the 
Priefl  and  fay,  it  feems  to  me  the  plague  is 
in  the  houfe ;  then  Chriftians  have  to  go  to 
Chrift  and  fay,  it  feems  to  me  the  plague  is 
in  the  houfe. 


Are 
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Are  not  the  churches  overfpread  with  the 
plague  of  contention  and  difcord,  was  there 
ever  more  of  the  plague  reigning  than  at  this 
day ;  O,  how  deeply  hath  it  rooted  itfelf  in 
the  hearts  of  the  Lord’s  people,  that  long  a£~ 
fUftion  will  not  fetch  it  out,  but  God  will 
fetch  it  out  of  their  hearts,  or  pour  down 
vengeance  upon  them  5  befides,  what  a  fear¬ 
ful  fpirit  of  apoftacy  hath  overfpread  the 
minds  of  the  churches  of  Chrift,  then  how 
much  caufe  have  they  to  hafte  to  him  for 
cure*  See  1  John  ii.  1,  2.  1  Tim .  ii.  5. 
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TO  DEPART  FROM  THEIR  SINS  AND  INIQUITIES  BEFORE  THE 
DREADFUL  DA  JUDGMENT  ARRIVES. 
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brethren,  where  can  you  go  ?  into 
what  land,  country,  county,  city,  town,

or  family,  but  you  may  blufh  to  fee  the  com* 
mon  prophanenefs  of  it  to  your  great  grief* 
What  fwearing,  lying,  cozening,  thieving, 
fighting,  and  revelling  is  there  abounding 
amongft  men.  How  do  fome  glory  in  their 
oppreffion  !  how  are  fome  intoxicated  with 
pride  !  O  !  how  are  others  drowned  in  their 
malice !  how  like  fwine  do  others  wallow  in 
uncleannefs,  and  reel  to  fro  in  their  drunken* 
nefs  !  What  treachery,  deceit,  and  falfehood 
dwell  in  the  minds  of  men  one  againft  ano¬ 
ther. 

How  little  do  we  know  of  that  blefied 
lifg*  lights  and  power,  which  the  true  know- 
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ledge  of  God  teacheth  the  foul ;  alas !  to  tell 
a  carnal  man  of  living  by  believing,  what 
a  myftery  is  this  to  him,  of  worfhipping  God 
in  the  fpirit,  of  praying  in  the  fpirit,  of 
making  the  blood,  flefh,  fpirit  and  promife 
of  Chrift  his  daily  food ;  alas  !  one  had  as 
good  ftand  over  the  grave  of  a  dead  man, 
and  bid  him  arife ;  or  fpeak  to  a  blind  man* 
and  bid  him  fee.  Sl  Paul  informs  you,  that 
the  understanding  of  a  carnal  man  is  darkened, 
and  alienated  from  the  life  of  God,  through 
the  ignorance  which  is  in  him,  through  the 
blindnefs  of  his  heart,  Ephef.  iv.  18.  There- 
fore,  when  the  Scriptures  fpeak  of  the  bring¬ 
ing  home  of  a  foul  to  God,  they  call  it  a  de¬ 
liverance  from  the  power  of  darknefs,  a  date 
that  affords  no  light,  no  knowledge  of  God 
in  Chrift,  no  acquaintance  with  God  as  a 
reconciliation  with  him  through  Chrift  to  a 
poor  foul,  therefore  it  may  be  well  com¬ 
pared  to  Egypt,  for  the  darknefs  of  it :  All 
fins  rauft  he  forfaken  and  caft  out  of  the  af-  . 
'flidtions,  or  no  Chrift  can  be  received  into

the  heart :  The  love  of  the  world,  luft,  pride, . 
honour,  pleafure,  eafe,  _  whatever  had  been  . 
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near,  or  dear;  to  the  foul,  muft  be. utterly 

.  protefted , 
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protefted  againft,  'Jeremiah  iv\  14.  0,  Je~ 

rufalem!  wajh  thine  heart  from  wickednefsy 
that  thou  mayefl  be  faved ;  how  long  Jha/l  vain 
thoughts  lodge  within  thee  ?  So  Ifaiah  i.  16. 
Wafhye,  make  ye  clean ,  put  away  the  evil  oj  your 
doings  from  before  mine  eyesy  ceafe  to  do  evil : 

2  Corinth,  v.  1.  If  any  man  be  in  Chrif ,  he  is 
a  new  creature ,  old  things  are  pajfed  away9  and 
behold  all  things  are  become  new. 

Truly,  my  friends,  the  beft  life  is  a  life  of 
believing,  this  brings  you  in  the  next,  folid 
peace  and  comfort :  Therefore,  faith  Habba - 
kuk ,  ch.  ii.  4.  the  juft  man  fhall  live  by  his 
faith,  and  the  Apoftle  fays,  We  walk  by 
faith,  and  not  by  fight,  2  Cor .  v.  7.  O  la¬ 
bour  to  live  now,  more  by  believing,  and  lefs 
by  fenfe,  becaufe  it  is  a  life  that  beft  fuits 
the  ftate  you  are  in ;  remeniber,  you  are  in 
the  wildernefs,  a  place  which  affords  great 
grounds  of  fears  and  many  doubts,  there¬ 
fore  you  had  need  of  a  deal  of  faith  in  the 
promifes  of  God,  or  you  may  faint  by  the 
way,  and  at  laft  die  in  the  wildernefs,  and 
never  fee  the  good  land,  Heb .  iv.  2.  Let  us 
therefore  fear,  left  a  promife  being  left  us  of 
entering  into  his  reft,  any  of  us  fhould  feem 
to  come  ftiort  of  it.

Now  what  is  it  that  fo  much  endangers  a 
foul’s  falling  fhort  of  a  good  land,  the  Ca¬ 
naan  of  Reft,  look  into  the  3d  chap,  of  the 
Epiftle  to  the  Hebrews ,  and  the  1 8th  verfe, 
you  will  fee  it  was  want  of  a  believing 
fpirit. 

Woe,  woe  to  them  in  the  day  of  God’s 
wrath,  when  he  fliall  come  forth  to  render 
vengeance  upon  all  that  know  not  God,  and 
obey  not  the  Gofpel  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift. 
I  entreat  thee,  therefore,  to  hearken  to  that 
good  advice  given  thee  in  If  at  ah  lv.  8.  Seek 
the  Lord  while  he  may  he  found ,  and  call  upon 
him  while  he  is  near . 
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
